MR. WARTJER: The reason I think that is inadc- 
quate, your Honor, is that his tene of voice in explaining 
about Joe Red and explaining about the red hair that Joe 
Red has is extremely important. I think it v;ill bocono 
evident to the jury that the ansvrer did not come out in tho 
v/ay that Mr. Stasi indicated. 

MR. PHILLIPS: Mr. Warnerhas not laid any 

foundation for the playing of the tape in tho prescncc of 
the jury. 

MR. V7AP:ieR: Your Honor, I v;ill be pleased to 
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play it to Mr. Stasi and ank him if that is his voico during 
the interviev; and then I can asJ; that it bc introduccd.
